COPPER BONUS 
IS EXTENDED 


Houghton and Keweenaw 
Mines Will Be 
Benefited 


Advices from Washington state 
that President Truman has sign­ 
ed Senate Bill No. 
S-502 
which 
has important implications for the 
Copper Country. This bill was in­ 
troduced in the Senate on Feb. 9. 
1945, by Senator Carl Hayden, of 
Arizona and was 
sponsored 
by 
eight other Western senators. 
The bill is designed to permit 
the continuation of certain sub­ 
sidy payments and certain pur­ 
chase and sale operations by cor­ 
porations created under the Rec­ 
onstruction Finance 
Corporation 
Act, and in its entirety it provides 
for the expenditure of approxi­ 
mately $1,500,000,000. Of this huge 
j sum only $88,000,000 applies 
to 
I m etals and of the latter amount 
$33,000,000 is for 
premiums 
on 
| copper production or slightly over 
two per cent of the total appro- 
! priatton. 
The bill provides for the exter.- 
1 sion of the premium price plan for 
j copper, lead, and zinc; until June 
I 30, 1946. and Senator McFarland, 
I of Arizona, added an amendment 
to the bill making all classes of 
premiums non-cancellable unless 
necessary to make individual ad­ 
justments of income to 
specific 
mines. The bill was passed by the 
Senate on March 15 and was re­ 
ferred by the House to the Bank­ 
ing and Currency committee. On 
May I this committee reported the 
bill out but first eliminated 
the 
McFarland proviso and when the 
bill finally reached the Conference 
committee on June 12 the non­ 
cancellable provision was restor­ 
ed. The bill 
then 
passed 
both 
houses on June 14 and was sign­ 
ed by the President on June 21 
and became a law. 
lf, as anticipated, all contracts 
covering premiums on copper are 
extended by law for one year to 
June 30. 1946, the passage of the 
bill S-502 becomes of primary im­

Rings manufactured in 
1945 will be practically free of 
odor and most of the older rings 
can be treated to prevent objec­ 
tionable flavors. 
The simplest treatment, reports 
Prof. Marion C. Pfund of Connell 
University, is to boil fine dozen 
w ell-washed rings for 15 monutes 
in one quart of water containing 
one tablespoon of baking soda, or 
one teaspoonful of soap powder. 
or one-half an unpared medium- 
sized potato, sliced, or about the 
same amount of

After poiling, wash the rings again 
in clear hot water. 
The rings should be treated the 
day before using. 
If the odor is 
still strong, boil the rings a second 
time. but use a different substance 
in the water from the one first 
used.

Olympia, capital of Washington 
and first city to be host to the new 
President of the United States, is 
the southernmost port on Puget 
Sound, with a population of about 
15,000, says the 
National 
Geo­ 
graphic Society. It is one of the 
oldest settlements in the state. 
From the center 
of the 
city 
overlooking the Sound, the resi­ 
dential section spreads over the 
low hills surrounding the modern 
business section, marked by many 
spacious lawns 
and 
tree-shaded 
drives, leading to homes of con­ 
servative style. 
Olympia occupies what has been 
pronounced one of America’s fin­ 
est examples of natural landscape 
gardening, in a setting of snow­ 
capped ranges, vast forests, wild 
rhododendrons, 
and 
mountain 
streams. Mount Rainier rises to 
the east; visible to the north are 
the lofty Olmpics, whence the city 
takes its name. 
The Governor's Mansion, tem ­ 
porary “White House” for Presi­ 
dent Truman, is in a park setting 
near the new State Capitol, on a 
rising knoll. The Capitol dome is 
modeled along lines of 
that 
in 
Washington, D. C. The new Gov­ 
ernor*? Mansion is 
of 
Georgian 
style, red brick with marble trim ­ 
mings. 
Had New England Ancestry 
The city developed at the head 
of navigation on the Sound, end 
of the Oregon Trail, 
at 
a time 
when waterways were the natural 
highways, preferred to 
overland 
routes. While the capital is dom­ 
inated by government, 
excellent 
rail and highways have develop­ 
ed the port. 
Olympia grew on land belong­ 
ing to Edmund Sylvester, a Glou­ 
cester fisherman who 
held 
the 
property under the Oregon Pro­ 
visional Government, the original 
grant dating from 1848. It was 
thus one of the early Northwest 
settlements, 
and 
has 
several 
“firsts" to its credit. 
Olympia was the home of the 
first newspaper published in what 
. is now Washington, founded 
in j 
1853. The state’s first store open­ 
ed there. The first mail route was 
established between Olympia and 
Portland in 1848.

of the biological laboratories of 
Harvard University. 
Such patients could

eye testing chart from top to bot­ 
tom

ultraviolet 
lighting 
which made it impossible for Prof. 
Wald himself to see the chart. 
The eye lens in man is yellow 
in color. Dr. Wald says in his re­ 
port to the journal. 
Science. 
It 
acts like 
the 
yellow 
filter 
a 
photographer puts on his camera 
to photograph the sky. That is, 
it filters out light at the ultravio­ 
let end of the spectrum, making 
the eye blind to it although 
the 
sense organs behind the lens, like 
the photographic film behind the 
filter, are sensitive to light of that 
color. 
The liquid in the eye, the cornea 
and ocular humors, also 
absorb 
some light in tile violet and untra- 
violet, Prof. Wald reports. 
With the 
yellow 
lens 
taken 
away, the sensitiveness of the eye 
to violet and ultraviolet is tre­ 
mendously increased. For light of 
365 milli-microns (in the upper 
part of the ultraviolet) the aver­ 
age sensitivity of the eves with 
lenses removed is 1.000 times that 
for normal persons. 
The yellow coloring matter of 
the lens Prof. Wald found to be 
i a chemical similar to the yellow 
coloring of plants. It probably is 
actually the same chemical, xan­ 
thophyll or C40 H54 OH2.
